LYONS, Nov. 26. 


Since the 21st instant, our city ha 


been exposed to the fury of the mob.—• 
The non-execution of the tariff present 
eel by the workmen, has brought on a 
riot of the silk weavers, who unfortu 
nalely have been joined by the work 
ingclasses of other descriptions, and by 
bad men generally. 
They have been a 


ble to procure arms and have thus 
formed a formidable and regular army 
Our National Guard and the few troop 
of the line have tried to suppress the 
riot in its beginning, but the opposition 
was too formidable. There has beer, 
hot fighting during the 21st and 22nd 
The number of killed and wounded has 
Jiot yet been ascertained, but must be 
very considerable. 
On the 22d, the 


working men were in possession of the 
surrounding hills; and on the 22d in 
the morning, were masters of the whole 
city. The military authorities had left 
the city in the evenings of the 22d and 
23d : fortunately, the civil authorities 
remained, and have conlribuled to stop 
the disorder and the pillage commit- 
ted in many manufacturing houses. 
Notwiihstanding this momentary calm- 
ness, we remain in great danger; being 
entirely at the mercy of the working 
classes, and having apprehensions of 
the consequences of the vigorous meas- 
ures which the government will now a- 
dopl. 
A renewal of fighting and of the 


former scenes might take place at the 
arrival of the iroops. 


The surrounding country is in the 


greatest quiet. 


We give the following concise and 


most authentic accountof the recent Ri- 
ots in Lyons, by a friend who was an 
eye-witness of all the transactions. 
His 


communication is dated 


ROANNE, 26 9bre, 1831. 


About four weeks ago the workers in 


silk of all classes, had a general turn out 
in Lyons, and proceeded about 6000 in 
number to the Hotel de la Prefecture, 
to demand of the Prefect an increase of 
wages to be fixed by a tariff. The Pre- 
fect assembled some of the principal 
merchants and told them they must 
consent to a tariff, otherwise there 
would be some disorder amongst the 
silk workers. 
The merchants remon- 


strated, and finally were obliged to let 
a tariff pass which increased about 40 
per cent, the wages of the ouvriers. 
The consequence was that the merch- 
ants waited until the ouvriers returned 
the pieces which were in their looms, 
and then told them that according to 
the tariff they should lose money and 
had no more work. 
Many weavers 


then preferred working below ihe tariff 
at previous rales, and so, for many of 
them, did the tariff become a dead let- 
ter. 
Those who worked below were 


censured by the others who would nol 
•work at all, and so were the few merch- 


feet was told he should be retained un 
less he furnished them with 200,000 
cartridges, cannon balls, powder, kc.— 
That of course could not be complice 
with ; and at 8 o'clock they returnee 
the Prefect. 
At 2 o'clock on Tuesdaj 


morning, they also sent back Genera 
Ordouneau who is said to have been il 
treated by them. Between 7 and 8 o' 
clock, on Tuesday morning, they re 
newed their attack, and although th 
troops of the line mixed with the Na 
tional Guards, had succeeded in turn 
ing the hill, and taking a strong posi 
tion, still they were overpowered by th 
number, and obliged to retreat toward 
the quay of St. Glair. 
The troops o 


the line consisted of the 66th regimen 
of the line, not complete, and of a par 
of the 12th dragoons, not complete 
either, in all 2,200 men, and the Nation 
al Guards were about 1,500 or 2,000.— 
This first success oi the ouvriers, indu 
ced a great number of others in the su 
burbs to come and join them, and the\ 
were now coming from al) parts. 
The 


fire was kept up incessantly upon sev- 
eral points, and some platoons of the 
66th were taken and disarmed. 
The) 


were carrying every post before them, 
aud by 12 o'clock they had been joined 
by workmen of al! descriptions, armed 
and supplied with ammunition aud pro- 
visions, and money, as by magic. 
The 


troops and National Guards held only 
three posts;—-the arsenal, the powdei 
magazine, and the Hotel de Ville.— 
The quay St. Clair continued to be the 
scene of the most frightful carnage. 
The 12th dragoons, the artillery of the 
National Guard and the remains of the 
National Guard fought with the most 
heroic courage all day. 
The dragoons 


were most horribly butchered and 
thrown from the Pont-Morant into the 
Rhine: and almost all the artillery men 
died on their pieces. 
At the Pov 


an incessant fire and cannonade was 
kept up, & between 12 o'clock and half 
past 5 P. M. on this day, there was not 
a moment oi interruption of bloody 
combat, between the ouvriers and the 
National Guards and troops. 
About 


1 o'clock a porlcmentaire had been sent 
by the Prefect and authorities offering 
to treat with the workmen on any 
terms. 
But their fury was such that 


they answered only: "Death to the 
Merchants ;" and then it was, that any 
one suspected, from his appearance, of 
beings merchant, was butchered in the 
streets. 
The fighting continued on all 


joints, until half past five. And a most 
awful calm followed this most disas- 
trous and bloody clay. 
Not a sign of a 


living being in Lyons was given during 
the night, until three in the morning, 
when the tocsin was rung in every stee- 
ple for about ten minutes, and immedi- 
tely aft^r the fusillade and cannonade 


re-commenced.

through fear did follow the tariff— 
Matters had arrived at a very high de- 
gree of excitement last week, in conse- 
quence of the stagnation of business, 
brought on chiefly by the exorbitant de- 
mands of ihe workmen. They had con- 
stantly u tiered cries of despair, and for 
several days 'here was a general opin- 
ion an attack from them was inevitable. 
They assembled in great numbers in 
the streets, and vociferations of a most 
horrid nature were heard in every di- 
rection. On Sunday afternoon a.s at- 
tack was anticipated by the National 
Guards, and some detachments of them 
were sent to ihe faubourg of La Croix- 
rousc, which is situated on a hill to the 
northward of Lyons, and is almost ex- 
clusively inhabited by cmnds or silk 
•wnrkfrs. 
Much agitation prevailed 


during all night and on Monday morn- 
ing a reinforcement of National Guards 
and troops were sent to La Croix- 
roussc. The onvrhr* then came out 
en mass?* some of them belonging also 
to the National Guards being armed 
with their muskets, and ih<* rest with all 
kinds of Wfdpons, and missies. They 
overcome the National Guards k look 
from them two pieces of artillery, and 


stance explains how they were suppli- 
ed with arms, ammunitions, and money. 
Some of them told in my presence on 
Wednesday morning they did nol know 
ihe baud which had thus supplied them 
and led them so far beyond their ex 
pectaiions. It is reported to-day,(26th 
Nov.) that they have offered lo surren- 
der, the troops being crowding from 
aii directions around Lyons. These 
sad and disastrous events have thrown 
all the c.ouulry in consternation.

lar fury on Tuesdav. The person who 
keeps the Bercau tie inline, at the fau- 
bourg of la Ouaraniaine attempted to 
cross the Cbaxoumes bridge, when lit; 
«as mistaken by ihe ouvriers for a 
merchant, arid they look hold of him to 
shoot him. 
He tcld them he was the 


vender of tobacco of the quarantine, 
thjt he vi'as in the habit of selling to 
them ronstanily, he knew them, .still 
they could not recognize him, and were 
going to shoot jihn, when he asked lo 
be accompanied lo hi.s store, they sent j 


the workmen, and he never would con 
sent to any more troops than 2,200 be 
ing kept in the city. 


Thus has Lyons had its three days 


also. 
But not three glorious days like 


those of Paris.

had been in a measure set at rest b} 
learning that the workmen had re-es 
tablished order in the city ; and it was 
hoped that the Government would per- 
ceive the necessity of terminating thi 
insurrection by clemency; however, we 
do not know what to think, when we 
see that the Government keeps secret 
its intentions. 


The official gazette to-day gives noth- 


ing but an article intended to assure the 
public that tranquility prevails at Ly- 
ons—but not a word on the intention 
of the government. The city is still in 
the power of the workmen ; and troops 
are on the march from all parts ol 
France for Lyons. 
Ministers meet ev- 


ery day on the subject, and it is suppo- 
sed that they intend to make them- 
selves masters of the city by force ol 
arms. 
Men connected with the minis- 


try says, that "severe inclemency" is to 
be shown : that is, that Lyons will be 
entered without condition, £tid by main 
force, and then will be the time to show 
clemency. 
They add that a general 


amnesty will be granted, except to 3 or 
4 individuals, who will be delivered up 
to justice. 


That part of the population who 


were misled now show themselves dai- 
ly more disposed to conduct properly. 
i he good order which reigns in the ci- 
ty affords a certain promise of entire 
submission. 


Information collected to day by the 


author!lies in entire tranquility prove 
that the number of victims has been 
greatly exaggerated. 
Facts continue 


to be collected. 


A telegraphic despatch addressed by 


the minister of war to the president oi' 
the council, and dated Trevoux, 29th, 
1C o'clock, announces that every thing 
is calm at Lyons. 


All letters attest that no correspond- 


ing movement, has taken place in any 
part of France. 
On the contrary, it 


has given occasion to very strong man- 
ifestation of zeal and devotion to the 
maintenance of order and the laws.

have a change of wind and plenty of 
rain, 1 am afraid the cholera will con- 
tinue. 


"On the 21st, the deaths were 170 


Turks, 50 Greeks, 15 Armenians and 
15 Jews ! in all 250 in one day." 


Mr. Moore states thai he has seen 


persons attacked in the street, and die 
within 15 minutes. 
The deaths were 


chiefly among the lower classes and the 
intemperate ; but all classes were sub- 
ject to it. 
A greater number of deaths 


have taken place on Saturday than on 
other days, that being on the Jewish 
Sabbath. The Jews refused, according 
to their superstition, to afford relief. 


A paper from Rev. Mi-. Brewer, A-

SXAKE FIGHT. 


The late Major T. of the army, a 


gallant officer, who was severely wound- 
ed at the sortie of Fort Erie, and died 
afterwards from the effect of his wound, 
•while a representative from his name 
slate in Congress, used lo relate the fol- 
lowing account of a bailie which he 
once wUnessedj between a black and a 
rattle snake. 


He was riding on horseback, when 


h« observed ihe suakea 5& ihe road, a 


short distance ahead of him. 
They 


were moving round in a circle, and ap- 
parently following each other. 
A gen- 


tleman who was with the major, and 
who had witnessed a similar scene be- 
fore, remarked that it was the prelude 
to a light, and worthy the loss of a lit- 
tle time to witness. 
They accordingly 


stopped their horses, arid watched the 
snakes. 
The cautious manoeuvre o! 


following each other, in a kind of cir- 
cle, was pursued for .some time, closing 
at each round, until, when within a few 
feet, the black snake was observed to 
stop, coil, and place himself in an atti- 
tude to strike. 
The rattle snake now 


passed round his antagonist two or 
three limes, lessening the distance at 
each round, when he also stopped and 
began to coil. 
But before he was rea- 


dy 10 strike, the black snake suddenly 
darted upon him. 
His evolutions were 


too rapid to be detected, and when he 
was again distinctly observed, both 
snakes were stretched out at full length, 
the rattle snake enveloped in the folds 
of the black, which had also seized the 
rattle snake at the back ofthe head and 
held him there. 
After a short interval, 


the black snake gradually unfolded him- 
self, loosened the grip with his mouth 
from the rattle snake's head, and moved 
away. 


On examination, the rattle snake 


was found to be dead, and apparently 
every bone in his body was crushed.— 
The black snake is a constrictor, and 
usually destoys its prey by enfolding 
and crushing it. 


Extraordinary decrease in the consump- 


tion of Spirituous Liquors.—Up to 1829, 
there was a progressive increase in the 
consumption of spirits in Ireland. 
In 


1830, Ihere was a decrease of home- 
made spirits alone of 210.903 gallons; 
and in the first half of 1831 a decrease 
of 721,564 gallons; while in Scotland, 
during the same time, the decrease was 
513,687 gallons. In the Langan dis- 
trict, comprehending Belfast and its vi- 
cinity, there has been for the last year 


decrease of 84.808 gallons; being 


nearly one-third ofthe whole consump- 
tion.—Belfast News Letter. 


Daring Murder.—On the night of 


Friday the 9th inst. a man by the name 
of Johnson, in the town of old Franklin, 
Howard County, was shot while asleep 
in bed with his wife and child. 
In the 


dead hour of ihe night his wife was a- 
wakened, and found her husband strug- 
gling in the agonies of death, and the 
bed clothes on fire. The shot was dis- 
charged through a window of a room 
in which they slept.

A s a Kingdom. Poland is swept from 


the map of nations; but when geogra- 
phically considered, it is of no small im- 
portance : it lies between forty-six and 
fifty-seven degrees of Nor'h latitude, 
and between sixteen and t h i r t y - f o u r de- 
grees east longitude ; and is bounded 
north by Russia, soutli^v H u n g a r y and 
Turkey in Europe easl'liy Russia, west 
by Prussia and Germany. 
Poland is in 


general a very level country, (if we ex- 
cept the Carpathian mountains,) fertile 
in corn, having long furnished Sweden 
and Holland ;.its horses are some of the 
finest in Europe, and its salt works are 
very productive ; the towns collectively 
are b u i l t of wood : the appearance of 
the villages very mean. 


This was the country of the ancient 


Vandals ; it was made a d u c h y about 
the end of the seventh century: in the 
tenth, C h r i s t i a n i t y was introduced, and 
Boleslaus erected il into a monarchy in 
999. 
The 
form of government was 


here very singular; it was the only elec- 
tive monarchy in Europe, 
and the 


Poles, in the choice of a King, did not 
always confine themselves ro a country- 
man ; at one time all nations were eli- 
gible. 
The King was elected by the 


whole body of the Nobility and Gentry 
in the plains of Warsaw, and before 
this choice they obliged him to sign 
whatever conditions they t h o u g h t pro- 
per. 
The Polish armies were not paid 


by the King; every Nobleman or Gen- 
tleman gave his attendance in time of 
war. at the head of his vassals, and reti- 
red from the fatigues of the campaign 
when it suited his own inclination. 


In the year 1779, a singularly bold 


partition of this country was effected by 
Russia, Prussia and A u s t r i a ; Russia 
laid claim to a part of Lithuania, Pole- 
sia, Podolia, Volbinia, and part of'the 
U kraine. 
This immense tract of coun- 


try, containing 8,000,000 souls, is be- 
come part and parcel of thf Russian 


erritory. 
Prussia claimed Great Po- 


land, the other part of Lithuania, and 
Polish Russia. 
The only part of Po- 


land retainr-cl by Prussia, is the Grand 
Duchy of Poscn. containing 538 geo- 
graphical square miles, and 1,051,137 
inhabitants.

Austria seized on

to the King of Poland only Samagotia,
